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Editorial 





SEEKING ITS LEVEL. 


While a few manufactured arti 
such as automobiles, are. still 
short of the public demand, most 
business is seeking a level which may 
be considered normal. The buoyancy 
created by wartime shortages, infla 
tion, high wages, high taxes and 
booming business has been evaporat 
ing. The effect has been different in 
various fields. But generally each in 
dustry is approaching its normal 
level. In the nursery field the war 
time shortages and the continued lack 
of labor have maintained prices and 
sales volume for the most part. Since 
some of the gains of wartime pros 
perity were denied to nurserymen. 
their enjoyment of healthy business 
is likely to be continued longer be 
fore the market is well supplied 

In common with businessmen in 
other fields, nurserymen recognize 
that the public is spending more 
carefully and is more selective in pur 
chases, so that the seller has to justi- 
fy the merits of his merchandise or 
service, not so much in comparison 
with that offered by fellow nursery 
men, as with the competitive offer- 
ings in other fields. Active selling 
is as necessary for nurserymen as for 
the radio manufacturers and haber 
dashers today 

The old-timers in the business 
welcome the return to normal meth- 
ods of business. They were brought 
up on competition: they know how 
to sell and find a zest in exercising 
their talent 

In such a period as this, however 
newcomers in business find their test 
If you have been more interested in 
growing plants or in filling orders up 
to this point, be sure you turn your 
attention to the means of continuing 
the patronage that is now yours 
When orders begin really to fall off 
it is late to start selling. The good 
merchant begins early, in order to off 
set a possible decline. 

For 1949. the outlook appears 
good for the maintenance of a high 
volume of nursery sales. But the 
changing trend in public buying 
should be a warning to reinforce and 
enlarge your sales efforts to the pub- 
lic. If each nurseryman gives atten- 
tion to that necessary part of the 
business, there is unlikely to be any 
appreciable letdown in volume of

WESTERN WEATHER. 

The topsy-turvy climate of the 
present winter, with lower tempera 
tures on the west coast than on the 
east, has had so much attention in 
daily newspapers that little need b 
added here. except as the w eather 
iffected nurserymen.

ground. The shortness of the actual 
freezing periods limited damage 


Which plants will grow out of it and 
which will not survive cannot be told 
certainly until later 

In the Pacific cold 
weather was unusually severe. Only 
once before in weather-recording his 
tory, in 1893, had there been twenty 
five consecutive days of 
weather, as occurred in January 
With the ground actually frozen, un 
usual for that area, it was impossible 
for the wholesale shippers of nursery 
stock to dig material from the field, 
and the usual shipping carried on in 
January was delayed 

On the last day of January freez- 
ing weather hit the southwest, ex 
tending as far as the Rio Grande 
valley in Texas. Early reports indi- 
cated considerable damage to citrus 
fruits and vegetable crops. but even 
newspaper accounts were sketchy at 
press time

In the fall of 
1945 he was discharged and joined his 
father, Howard N. Scarff, in the nursery 
business at New Carlisle. 





President Truby reported the activ 
ities of the executive committee, and 
Bert Kleinmaier reported for the local 
committee. It was reported that dues 
for 1949 would remain the same. 

Clarence O. Siebenthaler, Sieben 


thaler Co., Dayton, reported on the 
work of the legislative committee. He 
mentioned the successful effort of the 
committee in obtaining additional 
funds from the state to increase sal- 
aries of nursery inspectors. Later in 
the session, Mr. Siebenthaler re- 
viewed and discussed briefly the pro- 
posed arborists’ license law which 
will be introduced at the current ses- 
sion of the legislature. The Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association went on 
record as approving this bill 

G. Walter Burwell, Burwell Nurs 
eries Co., Columbus, chairman of the 
Ohio State University horticultural 
research committee, briefly reviewed 
the work done during the past year 
and the projects under way or pro 
posed for 1948-49. Mr. Burwell intro 
duced Everett Janne, who holds the 
fellowship sponsored by the Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association, who elab- 
orated upon Mr. Burwell’s remarks 
Members of the Ohio State Univer 
sity horticultural research committee 
for 1949 are Mr. Burwell, chairman; 
L. S. Bookwalter, Berryhill Nursery 
Co., Springfield; Melvin Wyant, Mel- 
vin E. Wyant, Inc., Mentor, and 
John Siebenthaler. 

Mr. Janne reported that tests had 
shown that it was not desirable to 
hold roses in cold storage after June 
1 as the shock in transferring them 
to warm outdoor temperatures was 
detrimental. The treatment of roses 
previous to cold storage with growth 
regulating substances did reduce 
storage growth but it also resulted in 
poorer growth of the plants after

transplanting. Tests were also re- 
ported on the storage of delphinium, 
pyrethrums, dicentras, iberis, small 
fruits and tree fruits. In most of these 
cases, storage was not successful 
after June 1. 

Experiments to be conducted dur- 
ing 1949 will include further tests 
with cold storage of roses and pyreth- 
rums, pruning of roses for storage, 
a test of burlap preservatives, a 
study of materials that may be sub- 
stituted for lumber in bed construc- 
tion and a comparison of various ma- 
terials for heeling in nursery stock. 


Pest Control in Ohio. 


The afternoon session opened with 
a “Report on Pest Control in Ohio 
Nurseries” by John Baringer, assist- 
ant chief, division of plant industry, 
Ohio department of agriculture. Mr. 
Baringer acknowledged with thanks 
the assistance given him by the legis- 
lative committee and other associa- 
tion members. There was a substan- 
tial increase in the number of li- 
censes granted to nurseries and deal- 
ers during 1948. On September 15, 
1945, there were 919 nurseries and 
846 dealers licensed in the state. On 
the same date in 1948, 1,183 nurser- 
ies and 1,305 dealers were registered 
with the state. 

Mr. Baringer reported that the pest 
situation in nurseries was better than 
the previous year. The most common 
pests encountered by the nursery in- 
spectors were juniper scale, juniper 
webworm and taxus mealy bug. 

It was reported that the red stele 





disease of strawberries was only 
twenty per cent as plentiful during 
1948 as in 1947. This decrease was 
attributed to the activities of the in- 
spectors, ecological conditions and 
the fact that most growers are now 
planting strawberries on sandy soil. 

Mr. Baringer reported that in co- 
operation with Ohio State Univer- 
sity and the Ohio agricultural experi- 
ment station progress was being 
made in developing virus-free stone 
fruits. Some stock of peaches will be 
available this year. Changes in the 
federal quarantine act were men- 
tioned briefly. The white-fringed 
beetle was characterized as an insect 
as destructive as the Japanese beetle. 
The white-fringed beetle is distrib- 
uted throughout the southern states, 
and it is possible that it might find 
its way into Ohio. 

The Dutch elm disease increased in 
the Cleveland area during 1948. Sev- 
enty cases were confirmed there dur- 
ing the past season. Each year for 
the next two years $20,000 has been 
requested for fighting this disease. 
Japanese beetle control measures 
taken during 1948 consisted of treat- 
ing a considerable area with the aid 
of dusters and mist blowers. Three 
applications were made in the Mentor 
area. In 1948 $22,500 was spent on 
Japanese beetle control; $35,000 has 
been requested for 1949. 


Designing Small Landscapes. 


One of the most interesting discus- 
sions of the entire session was an il- 
lustrated lecture given by Carl F.

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Wedell, head of the school of horti- 
culture, Long Island Agricultural and 
Technical Institute, Farmingdale, 
N. Y., on “Practical Points in Design 
ing Small Landscapes.” Mr. Wedell 
described landscape design as “a 
pleasing arrangement of plants and 
architectural features.” During the 
past decade landscape design in this 
country has changed from the work 
of the professional landscape archi- 
tect to that of landscape nurseryman 
This has come about because of the 
necessity of greater attention to land 
scaping the small home grounds 

County agricultural agents, garden 
clubs and educational organizations 
can aid the nurseryman in selling de 
sign. The nurseryman can landscape 
his own place and show the client 
that he really believes in his business 
It is important that the landscape 
nurseryman sell service and plants as 
well as grow them. Do not overplant 
a landscape job with surplus stock 
unless it fits the property. 

Rough sketches will sell a lot of 
plants, said Mr. Wedell. One must 
put the design on paper if it is t 
come out right. The best procedure 
is first to paint the picture in its 
broader aspects, without thinking of 
definite plants. After the general de- 
sign has been outlined, then the 
details, the plants and architectural 
features can be added. For small 
homes it is necessary to use more 
restraint in developing a landscape 
plan than for larger places. 

Foundation plantings must compli- 
ment the house. Don’t try to use to 
many plants or too many types of 
materials, the speaker emphasized. If 
the house is constructed of stone, use 
a stone walk, not one of concrete or 
brick. Keep the plant forms similar 
In the foundation picture use one or 
two different forms and one or tw 
different plants. Use informal plants, 
those that will mass readily. Cut 
down the extremes in texture and 
highly colored foliage. Trees in the 
front picture create depth and frame 
the house. Have the focal point in 
the landscape picture be the front 
door. This focalization can be ob 
tained by using the taller plants at 
the corners of the house with the low 
ones on each side of the door 

Mr. Wedell concluded his discus 
sion by showing Kodachrome slides 
to illustrate the points made in his 
talk 

City Street Trees. 


To bring the afternoon to a close, 
Edward H. Scanlon, commissioner,

Ohio Nursery Short Course 


Despite a steady downpour of rain, 
approximately 150 nurserymen from 
Ohio and surrounding states regis- 
tered for the twentieth annual short 
course for nurserymen sponsored by 
the department of horticulture of 
Ohio State University, at Columbus, 
January 18 and 19. 

The nurserymen spent the morn- 
ing touring the horticultural green- 
houses, inspecting the various experi- 
mental projects in progress and exam- 
ining the several displays. One of 
the experimental projects which were 
of interest to the nurserymen was 
the studies of various rooting media 
and methods of watering the 
propagating bench. The rooting me- 
dia used include bank sand, silica 
sand No. vermiculite, peat and 
various mixtures of these materials. 
The watering methods being studied 
include overhead watering, the Re- 
vere system and forced subirrigation. 


Display Evergreens. 


Another point of interest was the 
collection of evergreen trees and 
shrubs growing in tubs in the green- 
house. These plants are used by Dr. 
Chadwick in his plant materials 
classes during the winter to teach 
the identification of evergreen trees 
and shrubs. In addition to the regu- 
lar material, there were eight speci- 
men plants which received much at- 
tention. They included the Hetz 
Midget eastern arborvitae, Juniperus- 
chinensis glauca hetzi and J. c. 
hetzi, which were furnished by the 
Fairview Evergreen Nurseries, Fair- 
view, Pa. 

The Silver Blue Pfitzer juniper 
was displayed by the Krider Nurs- 
eries, Inc., Middleburg, Ind. Nick's 
Blue Pfitzer juniper and Nick’s Com- 
pact Pfitzer juniper were from Nick’s 
Nursery, Anchorage, Ky. 

The specimen of Juniperus chinen- 
sis plumosa was supplied by the Sie- 
benthaler Co., Dayton, O. The Kal- 
lay Compact juniper was from the 
Kallay Bros. Co., Painesville, O. 
These specimen plants were all sent 
to the department of horticulture by 
the concerns mentioned and will be 
placed in the university evergreen 
collection after the short course. 

The display of new potting and 
wrapping materials available to the 
nursery trade was of considerable 
interest to the nurserymen. The re- 
search committee had requested that 
such a display be shown at the short 
course so that the new materials be-

ing advertised could be inspected 
and compared. The various supply 
houses and manufacturers of nursery 
supplies were contacted for material 
to be displayed. Those cooperating in 
the display included Bird & Son, 
Inc.; Cloverset Flower Farm; Gray, 
Inc.; Loroco Industries, Inc.; Schwarz 
Paper Co., and the Minerva Wax 
Paper Co. 

The first session of the short course 
was held in Campbell Hall. Dr. L. C. 
Chadwick welcomed the assembled 
nurserymen and extended to them an 
invitation to join in celebrating the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of Ohio 
State University as well as helping the

department celebrate the twentieth 
year of progress in horticultural re- 
search. 

Dr. Chadwick stated that in his 
travels over the state the nurserymen 
were continually asking for more in- 
formation on tile drainage, and so he 
had asked Prof. Virgil Overbolt, of 
the department of agricultural engi- 
neering, to give a discussion on the 
problems of tile drainage in relation 
to the nursery. A summary of this 
talk will appear in a later issue. 


Soil Practices. 


In a panel discussion on soil pro- 
ductivity practices, Dr. L. C. Chad- 
wick first introduced Don Hover, of 
the Soil Conservation Service, at 
Warren, O. 

Mr. Hover gave a review of the 
progress of conservation practices in 
Lake county. This project has been 
in operation almost two years and in- 
cludes all types of agriculture. Nurs- 


erymen there are faced with all types 
of soil conditions, from gravel to 
heavy clay. Of interest to the nurs- 
erymen was the fact that plans have 
been completed on ten nurseries in 
this area; one is in the final stages, 
and two have applied for assistance. 

Improved rotation practices are be- 
ing stressed. By proper rotation the 
soil may be built up to such an extent 
that it may cut the time required to 
grow a block of nursery stock to sal 
able size as much as one year. The ro 
tation practice recommended for 
grapes is to grow grapes two years 
followed by two years of sod culture, 
then returning to grapes for two years 
For evergreens he recommended a 10 
year plan, seven years in trees, fol 
lowed by three years of sod. 

He recommended that a mixture of 
grass and legumes be used for the sod 
culture. The grass provides abundant 
root penetration for the surface layer 
of soil, and the legume roots penetrate 
the soil to great depths, opening up 
the soil and adding nitrogen. Mr. 
Hover advocated cutting the hay and 
using it in the nursery as a mulch. 

According to Mr. Hover, the rota 
tion plan used by Melvin Wyant in 
growing roses is two years in roses, 
followed by four years in sod. The 
reason for this is the extremely heavy 
soil on his land and the need for in- 
creased organic matter to provide bet- 
ter flocculation. He felt that it would 
probably be just as good to use a 2- 
year rose planting followed by two 
years of sod and add commercial fer 
tilizer to help build the soil. The best 
practice is to place the fertilizer on 
the sod rather than on the nursery 
stock. The danger of leaving the 
ground in sod for four years is that 
there is risk of a heavy white grub 
infestation. Mr. Hover believes that 
the erosion problem in the Lake coun 
ty area can be controlled mainly by 
rotation of crops, depending upon 
mechanical aids as little as possible. 

John Siebenthaler, of the Sieben- 
thaler Co., Dayton, discussed the 
maintenance of soil aggregation and 
increasing soil fertility in shade tree 
blocks. Since ten years is the average 
life of a block of nursery trees, he 
feels that it is too long to wait until 
the trees are removed to build up the 
soil. Rather, the soil should be im- 
proved as the trees are growing. This 
is especially true when the trees are 
grown for landscape planting. 

Mr. Siebenthaler has been using

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Fortieth Massachusetts Meeting 


Fifty-four murserymen attended 
the fortieth annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion January 11 at the Hotel Kenmore, 
Boston. Officers reelected for the com- 
ing year are: President, Luke C. May, 
Lexington Nurseries, Inc., Lexington; 
vice-president, Homer K. Dodge, 
Landscape Service Co., Framington; 
treasurer, Charles A. Godin, Adams 
Nursery, Inc., Westfield, and secre- 
tary, C. J. Gilgut, Waltham field sta- 
tion, Waltham. Harold D. Stevenson, 
Bay State Nurseries, Inc., North 
Abington, was retained by the board 
of directors, and George Tobey, Wy- 
man’s Framingham Nurseries, Fram- 


ingham, and Heinrich Rohrbach, 
Heatherfells, were elected to the 
board. 


In a comprehensive talk, President 
May reviewed some of the activities 
of the association, pointing out that it 
had opposed the arborists’ registration 
bill and the professional landscape 
architects’ registration bill and that 
both had been defeated. The associa 
tion, with other state and local groups, 
helped defeat the so-called gas tax bill, 
to increase taxes on gasoline. As a re 
sult each nurseryman was saved an 
estimated $100 a year. 

President May, who was optimistic 
about the business outlook in 1949, 
stated, “After attending various meet- 
ings and talking with a great many 
nurserymen, I find that everybody, in- 
cluding myself, seems to think that 
business will be good during 1949. 
Prices probably will be somewhat low- 
er, but, with effort on our part, we 
should sell more units so that the vol- 
ume of business can be approximately

the same as in 1948. Undoubtedly, we 
will have to operate more efficiently 
than we have in the past to realize 
the same profit. We will have to ac- 
complish with the same amount of 
labor, be better salesmen and produce 
all we can.” 

Nurserymen must create new mar- 
kets, and there are new markets for 
plant material, said Mr. May. “The 
other day I stumbled on one,” he said. 
“It is a brand-new outlet and is not 
competitive with our business in any 
way. A theater manager came to my 
business establishment this summer to 
buy a few plants. In the course of our 
conversation, I learned that in the 
summer he had giveaway days and 
gave away plates to maintain attend- 
ance. I convinced him that he should 
give away plants. We could easily 
supply them, since at that time of year 
we had many perennials left over from 
spring sales. 

“There are other outlets and mar 
kets for our plants that have never 
been touched, and if nurserymen go 
out and dig these up—as they will 
have to do—sales for 1949 should be 
as good as in 1948. 

“There undoubtedly will be price 
cutting and tough competition from 
several merchandisers, but I advise 
against any price cutting to meet this 
competition. Top them in quality, but 
do not come to a drag-out fight, be 
cause this is not good for anybody in 
the industry.” 

Mr. May then made several sugges 
tions for the improvement of the as 
sociation. He stated that from his ob 
servations the associations that were 
most effective and most active, and 
in which members had the most inter 
est, were the ones that met frequently. 
Once or twice a year was not enough 
to keep an association coordinated 
and well ordered, he said, urging that 
at least four meetings be he'd each 
year. Other considered 
were a joint annual meeting with the 
New England Nurserymen’s Associa 
tion, since the two organizations usu- 
ally meet about fifteen days apart, and 
the formation of legislative and mem 
bership committees. 

The first guest speaker on the pro- 
gram was Richard H. Fillmore, propa- 
gator at the Arnold Arboretum, 
Jamaica Plain, who spoke on “Modern 
Methods of Plant Propagation.” 
Brought up in a small nursery run by 
his father and before that by his grand- 
father, Mr. Fillmore attended Massa- 
chusetts State College and Cornell

University. He knows not only the 
theoretical aspects of propagation, 
but also the practical as applied in the 
nursery. 

Mr. Fillmore demonstrated the mak 
ing of a number of the more common 
types of grafts and explained the prep 
aration of the stock and scion. After 
telling members why he preferred cer 
tain tying materia's for the different 
grafts, he explained the care of the 
finished graft. The demonstration in 
cluded the splice graft, tied with a 
rubber strip; the whip graft, for cher 
ry, plum, apple, etc., on rootstock, 
tied with budding tape; the side graft 
for spruce, conifers, cornus, beech, 
Japanese maple, etc., tied with soaked 
rafha, and budding. Mr. Fillmore als 
expounded on dwarfing, natural hor 
mones and seed germination 

One would suppose that the funda 
mentals of propagation were common 
knowledge to most nurserymen, and 
probably they are to some of the older 
men. But that the young men, and 
some not so young, who are starting 
in nursery work are hungry for this 
information was evidenced by the way 
they flocked around Mr. Fillmore, ask 
ing all kinds of questions during the 
social hour which followed. This s 
cial hour, an innovation at the Massa 
chusetts meeting this year, provided 
time for visiting, gossiping and ex 
changing news which could not be in 
dulged in at any other time during 
the program-packed day.

Talks on Salesmanship. 


Four of the morning meetings were 
on salesmanship and conducted by 
Robert Davidson, of the institute 
staff, and Carl Wedell. The first 
lecture was titled “Salesmanship or 
Parrot?” in which the importance of 
personality was stressed. 

Personality is more than the sum 
of impressions that we make upon 
others; it is the whole person—ap- 
pearance, actions, attitudes, manner- 
isms, voice, habits, etc. As Mr. David- 
son said, “If you have it, nothing 
matters, and if you don’t have it 
well, nothing else matters, either.” 
Tact was mentioned as an important 
part of selling, for without it many 
sales are lost. Always remember to 
consider the effect of your remarks 
and actions upon the other fellow 
Another statement that bears repeat 
ing is, “Loyalty and faith in your 
job, your company and your fellow 
employees are transmitted to the cus- 
tomer whom you are selling.” There

vaguely wants it and (3) the cus 
tomer who has no impulse to buy 

A few excerpts from the other 
talks that brought approving 
nods from the nurserymen were, 
“Don’t ask all the questions; that is 
the customer's privilege.” “Avoid 
substitutions and the use of the 
phrase “This is just as good.” “Give 
your customers individual attention.” 
In dealing with customers who are 
clam-like the following advice was 
given: Get the person who is hard to 
sell to ask the first question, but not 
by mentioning the weather or the 
standard “May I help you?” 

The talks and discussions 
proved so interesting that many nurs- 
erymen requested similar talks in this

Newer Insect Controls. 


Following the first sales talk, Dr 
Louis Pyenson, entomologist at the 
institute, spoke on “Newer Controls 
for Insect Pests.” The summer spray 
materials discussed were DDT, DDD, 
Methoxychlor. Chlordane, benzene 
hexachloride, chlorinated camphene, 
TEPP, HETP and Parathion. All 
were mentioned as being poisonous 
if taken internally by man. If DDT, 
which is a mild poison, is given a 
rating of 1 as an internal poison, 
others would be rated as follows: 
DDD, .1; Methoxychlor, 14: Chlor- 
dane, 14: benzene hexachloride, 2: 
chlorinated camphene, 4: TEPP, 35: 
HETP, 35, and Parathion, 70. As 
dangerous as these may seem, com- 
mercial sprays which we have used 
for years may be just as deadly if 
taken internally. 

When oil emulsions are used in 
dormant spraying, it is less expensive 
to make your own than to buy pre- 
pared material. When a spray rig of 
100 gallons is to be used, the oil 
emulsion may be prepared as follows: 
(1) Add twenty-five gallons of water 


to the tank; (2) start the motor with 
the spray guns inserted back in the 
spray tank; (3) add the emulsifier 
(blood albumen is best; use one-half 
pound) and wait until the materials 
are thoroughly mixed; (4) three gal 
lons of three per cent oil are then 
added; (5) wait until the materials 
are thoroughly mixed, which is evi 
denced by a milky appearance: (6) 
then fill the spray tank to its capacity 
of 100 gallons, leaving the spray 
guns still in the tank in order to 
insure a thorough mixture 

Oils are more effective on San Jose 
scale than such dinitro sprays as 
Elgetol, Krenite, etc. Oils, again, are 
the only dormant sprays that should 
be used on narrow-leaved evergreens 
It has been shown that when dor 
mant sprays were applied in very late 
fall on aphis eggs they were just as 
effective as an early spring spray 


National Organization. 


The highlight of the g 
morning was Richard P. White's 
presentation of “Your Trade Organi 
zation, the A. A. N.” Mr. White 
executive secretary of the A. A. N 
gave an excellent explanation of the 
importance of the national organiza 
tion to the economic welfare of the 
nursery business. He also illustrated 
by diagrams just how the American 
Association of Nurserymen is organ 
ized. He emphasized that there are 
two reasons for a trade organization 
(1) For protection against outside in 
fluences and (2) for the promotion 
of the industry so that it may better 
compete for the spending of the 
American dollar. Nurserymen get 
one-eighth of one per cent of the 
dollar spent each year in the United

ROLE OF SOIL AERATION 
IN TREE GROWTH. 


“The Role of Soil Aeration in Tree 
Growth” was the subject with which 
Dr. J. Boyd Page, professor of agron- 
omy, opened the first session of the 
short course for landscape gardeners 
and arborists, January 12 to 14, spon- 
sored by Ohio State University, Co 
lumbus. 

He stressed the fact that aeration 
of the soil is every bit as essential to 
plant growth as are water and nutri- 
ents and is often the factor limiting 
growth. Aeration was defined as the 
ventilation or free interchange of air 
in the soil with the air of the at 
mosphere. This is not unlike air con- 
ditioning. Ideal conditions for growth 
call for renewal of air in a volume of 
soil one foot in depth within the 
period of one hour. The carbon diox 
ide resulting from the respiration of 
the soil bacteria, fungi and higher 
plants must be carried away and be 
replaced by additional oxygen. The 
need for an oxygen supply is evi 
denced by the failure of plants to 
thrive in solution culture without ox- 
ygen’s being artificially introduced. 
When large amounts of organic 
matter are added to the soil, carbon 
dioxide is given off as a result of its 
decomposition. Soil bacteria which 
are responsible for this decomposition 
are utilizing some of the oxygen sup 
ply of the soil and returning carbon 
dioxide. Without a free interchange 
of gases between the soil and the at 
mosphere, the oxygen supply would 
soon become limiting 

Dr. Page pointed out that a better 
than-average oxygen supply must be 
present for the process of nitrifica- 
tion to proceed in the growth of 
legumes. The amount of atmospheric 
nitrogen that can be so fixed may be 
considerable. Deep roots need oxy- 
gen just as much as shallow roots 
Oxygen is often supplied to these 
roots dissolved in the soil water. 
which is just as effective a means of 
supplying it as in the gaseous form 

The amount and size of the pore 
spaces within the soil govern the 
soil aeration. There is a definite cor 
relation between the size and ar- 
rangement of the soil particles and 
the amount of pore space. The smaller 
pore spaces, the capillary pores, pro- 
vide a mechanism for the absorption 
of soil water and its retention. The 
mechanism for removing water from 


the soil is the uptake by plant roots

According to Dr. Page, there is 
adequate soil aeration in a sandy soil 
if there is good drainage and in a 
soil containing clay if the clay par 
ticles are combined into small clumps 
called aggregates, providing pores in 
between which will allow water t 
drain through. 

Role of Organic Matter. 

Organic matter improves the struc 
ture and tilth of the soil by causing 
the smaller soil particles to become 
aggregated much like the pieces of 
popcorn in a popcorn ball. It is most 
effective while it is in the process of 
being decomposed. This character 
istic was well demonstrated in a test 
on some soil containing only one per 
cent organic matter. Two test plots 
were set up. To one was added two 
per cent fresh organic matter and to 
another two per cent decomposed 
plant material. Where the fresh ma- 
terial was added, the result was 
ninety-eight per cent aggregation, 
while in the case of the other test plot 
the aggregation increased only to 
from one and one-half to two per 
cent. 

Dr. Page stated that mulches, 
which are widely used, perform two 
functions, namely, protection of the 
surface of the soil from compaction 
and improvement of the soil struc- 
ture. Numerous materials are capable 
of performing the first function, but 
in order to aid in aggregation, the 
mulch must decompose readily 


Drainage. 


The statement is often made that 
drainage takes away needed water 
This is foolish, since drainage water 
is free water which could not possibly 
be utilized by the plant unless it was 
collected and reapplied during drier 
periods. Good drainage is essential 
to high productivity 

It is easy to destroy tilth by over 
working the soil and especially by 
working it while it is wet. This breaks 
down the desirable aggregates, thus 
causing compaction and poor aera- 
tion. 

Dr. Page concluded by remarking 
that the only effective mechanism at 
play in soil aeration is diffusion. The 
difference in concentration in the soil 
atmosphere and the atmosphere at 
ground level continually favors this 
process, since in the former the oxy- 
gen supply is high and the carbon 
dioxide supply is low, while in the 
latter the oxygen supply is lower and

Pointing out that the 
umount of absorption by the root 
does not take place through the root 
hairs, as was formerly supposed, he 
said that recent studies have 
that the most actively absorptive sur 
face is the part of the root between 
the tip and the area occupied by the 
root hairs. He also stated that root 
hairs will grow more extensively in

The effects of various nutrient defi 

iencies and physiological reactions 
of the plant to other environmental 
conditions were clearly demonstrated 
When the reaction of the soil is t 
alkaline and not enough iron is pres 
ent in the plant, sulphur can be 
added to reduce the alkalinity. In 
where the soil is too strongly 
there are usually insufficient 
calcium and magnesium in the soil 
and the situation can be alleviated 
by the addition of lime and magne 
sium carbonate. 

Overfertilization may cause the 
death of roots, continued Mr. Hasek

After a luncheon for forty-eight 
nurserymen and guests January 24, 
the opening session began with a talk 
on the activities of the American As 
sociation of Nurserymen by John 
Wight, executive committeeman for 
region II. Mr. Wight discussed the 
classification of nursery stock as non 
agricultural by the bureau of motor 
carriers. This classification, which is 
causing higher freight rates, is being 
fought by the A. A. N. before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Mr 
Wight also spoke of the postal rate 
increases on third and fourth-class 
mail, on statistics for use in distribu 
tion of the products of industry, of 
the horticultural standards being 
worked out for the industry by the 
A. A. N. and of the trade promotion 
program. 

The Blue Star highway and the 
landscaping of the highway markers, 
which is now being considered, were 
mentioned, as well as old-age bene 
fits and unemployment compensation 
A. A. N. members seemed to favor 
increasing old-age benefits but not un- 
-mployment compensation, said Mr 
Wight. 

Weed Controls. 

A discussion on methyl bromide 
fumigation of plant beds for the con 
trol of weeds was led by Walter Hill 
enmeyer, Jr. His report of trials con- 
ducted at his nursery with pansy beds, 
tobacco beds and coldframes, as well 
is the tobacco plant beds treated at 
the Kentucky agricultural experiment 
station, indicated a good control of 
weeds in plant beds by the use of 
methyl bromide fumigation. This work 
was done in cooperation with a rep 
resentative of the Dow Chemical Co 

A few weeds, which were either 
ictual or potential pests in the nurser 
ies, were discussed by Howard Tilson 
The first of these was wild onion or 
garlic. Each time a nursery block is 
cleared, preparations should be made 
to eliminate any wild onion which 
might be in the soil. A spray of 2,4-D 
(amine salt or esters should be used) 
three to four pounds of the acid equiv- 
alent per acre, should be applied 
when the plants are almost full 
grown, but still actively growing. A

repeat application the following 
growing season is usually necessary to 
get the small bulblets which do not 
germinate the first year, said Mr 
Tilson 

For the second weed, quack grass, 
ammate (ammonium sulphamate), one 
to two and one-half pounds per gallon 
of water, should be used. Saturate 
the foliage and allow some runoff, 
and spray when the plants are form 
ing seed heads, Mr. Tilson advised, 
asserting that this will be an expensive 
treatment except for killing small plots 
to prevent their spread. 

Bermuda should be treated 
with ammate, one to two and one-half 
pounds per gallon, applied to turf to 
give complete saturation. It should be 
applied during midsummer when the 
weather is not extremely dry. A re 
peat application is often necessary t 
kill some regrowth from underground 
stolons which are deep or which were 
broken off from the main plant be 
fore the original spray was applied 
Ammate is not a selective weed killer 


grass 


Johnson grass should be sprayed 
with Atlascide, one pound per gallon 
of water, when the plant is coming 
into head. Foliage should be covered

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First Day of Tennessee Meeting 


Opening the first session of the 
forty-fourth annual convention of the 
Tennessee State Nurserymen’s Asso 
ciation January 26 and 27 at the Hotel 
Hermitage, Nashville, President Jo 
seph N. Howell stressed the impor 
tance of delivering orders exactly as 
advertised. ““Do not mislead your cus 
tomers by advertising something you 
do not intend to deliver,” he said 
Mr. Howell suggested that landscape 
nurserymen always try to sell the com 
plete landscape job, using qu ality 
plants which will create the immediate 
effect the customer wants. Much 
profit is lost by not doing this. For 
instance, he pointed out, small shade 
trees are often used when trees large 
enough to give shade the first year 
could have been sold, if they had been 
suggested. Peat moss, fertilizer, com 
post and lawn seeds should be sold 
with each planting, said Mr. Howell, 
not only for the extra profit, but for 
the improvement of the plants’ grow 
ing condition. 

In his talk on “Color Photography 
for the Nurseryman,” Charles Foster, 
Eastman Kodak Co., Rochester, N. Y 
told how pictures could be used in 
selling plants. He showed slides to 
demonstrate methods of taking good 
pictures of plants and flowers and also 
demonstrated photographic equipment 
which would be of use to nurserymen. 
The value of close-up pictures to 
show the bloom of the plant was 
stressed, and examples of both good 
and bad composition, balance and 
background were presented. 

Frederick C. Galle, department of 
horticulture, University of Tennesse 
Knoxville, told about the short course 
for nurserymen held at the university 
the past two years. Enrollment in- 
creased the second year. Professor 
Galle pointed out that speakers for 
the program often had to be brought 
in from other states and that the re- 
sulting expense was only partially 
covered by registration fees. The 
Tennessee association agreed to un- 
derwrite the short course and to have 
it held the day ssa its annual 
meeting at Knoxville the last week 
in January, 1950. 

Interesting side lights on the pro

after the war because most orders for 
manufacture had to be in 100-dozen 
lots. 

Illustrating his talk with slides 
showing how radioactive fertilizers 
were assimilated by trees, Dr. S. Allan 
Lough, chief of the radioisotopes 
branch, isotopes division of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, spoke on “Ra- 
dioisotopes and Plant Studies.” Ex 
periments were made by placing the 
fertilizer in various positions in the 
ground and putting chemicals in holes 
bored in the tree and plugged with a 
rubber stopper. Dr. Lough could not 
make specific recommendations to the 
nurserymen because these experiments 
have not been in progress long enough 
or in sufficient detail 

Weed control by the use of chemi- 
-als was the subject of a talk by J. K. 

Inderwood, department of agronomy, 


University of Tennessee, who said 
there are three groups of 2,4-D com 
pounds: (1) The sodium salts used on 
easy-to-kill weeds; these are sold as 
powders and are least expensive and 
most extensively used; (2) the amine 
salts, which are in liquid form and are 
used to control weeds in certain crops, 
and (3) the esters, which are most ef 
fective on woody and hard-to-kill 
weeds, This last form is the most 
expensive and will kill by fumes as 
well as by spray contact; so should be 
used only in noncrop areas 

Professor Underwood explained 
that commercial products vary from 
five per cent to more than eighty per 
cent 2,4-D acid and stressed that this 
should always be considered when 
2,4-D weed killers are bought and 
used. Trial areas should be tested be

weeds, said the professor, and the user 
should become acquainted with the 
limitations and dangers involved. 

Reporting on the white-fringed bee 
tle, L. J. Padget, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, field super- 
visor of white-fringed beetle control, 
Gulfport, Miss., told Tennessee nurs- 
erymen not to worry about the beetle 
putting them out of business. Meth 
ods to prevent the spreading of the 
beetle to new areas are now in use, 
and a positive control is being applied 
in all areas known to have the beetle 
Mr. Padget said that twenty-five 
pounds of DDT worked into the soil 
would give positive control on one 
acre for five and possibly ten years 
Each nurseryman outside the quaran 
tine area must decide whether he 
should treat his soil with DDT, con 
tinued the speaker. If his soil is 
treated under the supervision of the 
state entomologist, a quarantine later 
will be placed on the area and he will 
be allowed to ship his plants. How 
ever, when the white-fringed beetle is 
found in a nursery, the soil must be 
treated, and it will be more than a 
year before any plants with a ball of 
earth will be allowed to leave, con 
cluded Mr. Padget.

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Plant Notes Here and There 


A reader of this column asks for a 
resume of the thrifts, a task that 
means not a little dodging around 
among the multitude of names with 
which they have been blessed. With- 
out entering into a long, confused, 
technical discussion of the matter, let 
us consider some of the names at the 
outset. The latest news that I have 
on the subject, if you are interested, 
is that the plants which we of gar- 
dening know as armerias are classed 
as statices by many botanists, and the 
genus statice of gardens then be- 
comes limonium, although that may 
have been changed in the meantime. 
The most noticeable differentiating 
character is the globular heads of the 
former, while the latter has an open 
inflorescence. Take whichever term 
you wish or think proper, but in the 
interest of clearness and because gar- 
deners usually think of the plants to 
be discussed as armerias, that name 
will be used here. Also, after one has 
grown a long series of these thrifts, 
he is about ready to believe with the 
botanist Kuntze and some others that 
there is but one species of these glob- 
ular-headed thrifts, the various 
kinds which have been given distinct 
rank being varieties of this polymor- 
phic species. Be that as it may, the 
genus contains good material for the 
rock garden and for the hardy border 
as well as the cutting garden. 


Some Armerias. 


Perhaps of most interest to the 
rock gardener is Armeria caespitosa 
(Statice caespitosa) which is the same 
as A. bella, as far as I can see. This 
is a lovely little alpine, making a com- 
pact cushion of deep green leaves on 
which sit small stemless heads of pink 
flowers. The color varies when plants 
are grown from seeds, running from 
pale pink through deeper shades to 
deep rose and lilac-pink. This is as it 
should be from the gardeners’ stand- 
point, for some prefer the pale shades, 
while others would rather have the 
more vivid ones. And the preferred 
colors may be reproduced by division, 
preferably, I think, as soon as flower- 
ing is completed. The flowering pe- 
riod of this form commences soon 
after the passing of winter's snow; 
fat little buds appear all over the ro- 
sette with the coming of the first 
warm days and extend over a month 
or more. This is the only thrift of my 
acquaintance that is apt to cause 
trouble in its culture and then only 
if one operates on a heavy soil and

tries to grow it on a level surface. On 
my light sand here in northern Michi- 
gan it does well in any sunny situa- 
tion; friends who have a heavy clay 
soil tell me they grow it on a steep 
slope or in a rock crevice. 

Taking up the task in May when 
A. caespitosa leaves off, A. alpina 
carries on for a matter of two months 
or so, with its little heads of similar 
color. The latter is just a little taller 
and its foliage mass a little more 
ample, resembling more a miniature 
A. maritima. The only other thrift 
of this general stature that I know 
is A. setacea, a Spaniard of question- 
able hardiness in my climate. As it 
grew here it was scarcely distinct 
from the better forms of A. alpina 
and would interest only a student of 
the genus. 

Another Spaniard, A. fasciculata,

broad-leaved species, A. plantaginea, 
it this point. Instead of the yucca- 
like growth of the next preceding, 
here is a more or less flattened clump 
of plantain-like foliage, from which 
spring foot-high scapes from June 
until frost, carrying large globular 
heads of white to rose. It is an ex- 
ellent plant for the rock garden or 
border, and selected shades make 
good cutting material 

Before going on to the more popu- 
lar kinds which are in gardens under 
a bewildering number of names, let 
us examine a few which are seldom 
seen. 

Of these I believe I like best A. 
undulata, or A. argyrocephala, not 
because of spectacular beauty, but 
rather on account of its peculiarities. 
In the first place, instead of the usual 
ample tuft of leaves of many thrifts, 
this one was always quite constant 
in producing a meager clump of nar 
row grayish leaves which lie flat on 
the ground, 4-year-old plants being 
no wider than four or five inches. 
And, again, instead of the generally 
stiff stem, this one has a tall, grace- 
ful, waving scape. The stem is much 
taller, as much as fifteen inches tall, 
in proportion to the other parts of the 
plant than is usual in the genus. All 
the plants that I ever had were of 
indeterminate color, being neither

idly enough for vegetative reproduc- 
tion and apparently blooms too early 
to make seeds, although it has been 
perfectly hardy in this garden. Grow 
ing from a small bulb, which should 
be planted about six inches deep in 
cold sections, it sends up slender 
stems to a height of six inches, each 
surmounted by an umbel of inch-long 
blue flowers, not showy, but pleasing 
because of the color and earliness 
Gypsophila Frantensis. 

A reader writes, “I have often 
read about Gypsophila fratensis and 
have commenced to wonder if it is an 
actuality or a dream.” 

The answer: I know nothing about 
the botanical standing of Gypsophila 
fratensis, but I have had a perfectly 
distinct plant under that name from 
several sources, including American 
as well as European. It resembles G 
repens in some ways, but is much 
more restrained in growth, with clear 
pink flowers from June until frost 


Selling Houseleeks. 


As I go about among neighbor 
hood nurseries and note the few 
houseleeks under cultivation, I am re 
minded of some experiences in han 
dling these plants for local sales 
which may contain hints for others 

When rock gardening was in its 
young stages of popularity in this 
country and anything in that line 
sold on sight, one did not have to 
take pains about displaying house 
leeks in enticing situations and asso 
ciations, for gardeners were keenly 
interested in them as plants rather 
than as landscape ornaments. Then 
one could sell single rosettes, espe 
cially those with colored leaves or 
cobwebbed centers, without effort 
And, following the lines of least re- 
sistance, most of us sold them out of 
the flats in which they were rooted, 
without any special effort to display 
them. Times have changed, however, 
and one has to use his ingenuity if 
he hopes to sell houseleeks in the face 
of the indifference shown them by 
a majority of gardeners. 

The foregoing leads up to the point 
that I had in mind at the commence 
ment of this note—namely, display 
As you no doubt know, Semper 
vivum montanum is not especially 
attractive in single rosettes; on the 
other hand, give a large clump an at 
tractive setting in a wall, spread 
among crevices, or draped over the 
edge of a precipice and you have 
something that most gardeners can- 
not resist. Corroboration of that 
statement occurred here several years 
ago when we had a clump of S 
montanum draped over the edge of 
the pool, covering the concrete side

This course does not segregate the 
students into specific interest groups, 
but allows them to attend all the 
classes in all the subjects they wish to, 
so that they will not only know their 
own field, but can branch out into 
other related fields. At Michigan 
State College the students are also 
allowed to choose their schedules 
from a wide variety of subjects which 
they believe will be of use to them 

After the student receives his 
diploma, he is not cut off completely 
from Farmingdale, but rather its 
faculty follows him along and 
watches his progress in the business 
world. In addition, there are night 
classes offered in more advanced 
work. 

As Professor Eichmann stated, the 
practical problem is a definite part 
of the Farmingdale agenda, and this 
also is true at Michigan State, where 
every chance is taken to incorporate 
practical work with book study. He 
said, for instance, a favorite problem 

r newcomers is to show them a

Hypericum Moserianum. 


Hypericum moserianum, called the 
goldflower, is a hybrid, raised by M. 
Moser at Versailles, France, in 1887, 
between H. patulum and H. caly- 
cinum, differing from the former in 
its round stems and from the latter 
in its taller growth. Otherwise these 
three St.-John’s-worts much resemble 
one another. 

The hybrid grows from one and 
one-half to two feet tall, with wand 
like arching stems, and spreads three 
feet or more. Moderately hardy, it 
is a short-lived shrub. 

The deciduous leaves are ovate, up 
to two inches long and deep green 
The bark is reddish and peeling. The 
2-inch flowers are golden yellow and 
odorless, occurring from May until 
frost. The numerous stamens con 
tribute to their beauty. The tan 
brown capsules that follow hang on 
through the winter 

The goldflower is tolerant as t 
soil, though partial to sand. It ha 
creeping fibrous roots. Thriving in 
partial shade, it does well as a facet 
for taller shrubs, for cover plant 
ing or undergrowth and also in pet 
ennial borders or rock gardens. Some 
protection by evergreen boughs ot 
litter over winter is desirable in 
colder sites; where plants freeze t 
the ground they spring up from the 
roots next spring

No. 813. Peach tree. Lawrence Satterfield, 
deceased, late of Port Clinton, O., by Luella 
Satterfield, administrator, Port Clinton, O. 
A variety of peach tree having a tree that 
resembles the J. H. Hale more nearly then it 
resembles any other hitherto known variety, 
but which differs from said J. H. Hale by 
being larger in size, more vigorous and up- 
right in growth and hardier, having leaves 
somewhat shorter and broader; blooming 
about two days later, with blossoms about 
three-fourths the size of those of the J. H. 
Hale, with petals shaped and colored sub- 
stantially as shown; having substantially no 
‘buttons,” with fruit ripening two or three 
days later than the J. H. Hale, with similar 
fruit, but finer in texture, better flavored 
and with equal halves that hold their shape 
firmly. 

No. 814. Peach tree. Oscar F. Jones, 
Crozet, Va., and Wilber C. Jones, Hagers- 
town, Md. A new and distinct variety of 
peach tree, characterized by rapid growth, 
early maturity for production of fruit and 
flexibility and tensile strength of its 
branches, and the fruit of such tree char- 
acterized by uniformity of size, being elon- 
gated, ovate-oval with prominent tip; de- 
velopment of color when grown in shade, re- 
sistance to brown rot, almost entire absence 
of fuzz and superior flavor and shipping 
qualities and the hardiness of bud and blos- 
som to frost and freezes 

No, 816. English or Persian walnut tree. 
William A. Benton and Gilbart L. Smith, 
Wassaic, N. Y. A variety of walnut tree, 
characterized by its resistance to cold cli- 
matic conditions and production of relatively 
large, early-ripening nuts. 

No. 816. Avocado tree. Charles H. Ham- 
burg, Whittier, Calif. A variety of avocado 
tree characterized by an upright, central 
leader type; slender and vigorous habit; uni- 
formly distributed branches, and clusters of 
foliage at terminals of the branches, sald tree 
bearing a relatively thin-skinned, green fruit 
maturing in greatest proportion during June 
and July when propagated in southern Cali- 
fornia. 


No. 817. Japanese holly plant. John F. 
Styer, Concordville, Pa. A new variety of 
Ilex crenata, Japanese holly plant, charac- 
terized particularly by branch growth sub- 
stantially horizontal, associated with rapid 
growth and free branching in all directions, 
with leaves smaller than the ordinary or 
type of the species, with great plant hardi- 
ness and with plant form broader than tall 

No, 818. Ligustrum plant Fuller Tresca, 
Jacksonville, Fla. A new and distinct vari- 
ety of ligustrum plant, characterized by its 
generally low, wide outline, or configuration; 
by the greater density of its leaves and 
branches as compared with other varieties 
of Ligustrum japonicum, resulting from the 
presence of a substantially greater and more 
closely spaced number of branches and 
leaves of smaller size, and by the grace- 
fully arching and downwardly recurving 
habit of its branches, whereby an over-all 
weeping appearance is presented.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN

The number of nurserymen who 
have accumulated the pictures of 
plants in the form of color slides or 
Kodachrome films seems to increase 
constantly.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


SELLING AND CREDIT. 


Not long ago a salesman stopped in 
our office and gave an excellent ex 
ample of tactless salesmanship. He 
was selling a certain type of stapling 
machine for packing. Since we are 
more a landscape than a shipping 
nursery, we were only casually in 
terested at first, but decided we 
could use the machine to advantage 
The price was less than $15. After 
the salesman wrote the order, he 
turned and asked me to give him the 
names of three credit references. Ap- 
parently it was a rule of the company 

Credit is important, but, speak 
ing from experience, our bad debts 
run about one-fourth of one per cent 
and so we do not ask our customers 
for credit references. 

Credit should be divorced as much 
as possible from salesmanship, and 
if the two must be combined, it 
should be only indirectly. A custom 
er’s credit rating is easy to find. There 
are mercantile rating bureaus, both 
general and for the trade. For retail 
customers, in small towns, credit is 
usually a matter of personal or gen 
eral knowledge, and in cities there 
are retail credit rating bureaus 

A friend who works for a large 
credit rating bureau once told me 
that when he wished to find refer 
ences all he had to do was look 
around the office or property. There 
usually are calendars or souvenirs in 
the office from suppliers. The makes 
of trucks and gas tanks supply other 
reference names. E. S. H 





WISTARIA. 


As beautiful as the common wis 
taria is, I doubt if there is a plant 
that is used more unwisely. Remem 
bering the chore of removing a 
quarter-acre patch of overgrown 
plants, as a result of the war's labor 
shortage, I am reminded how often 
wistaria is planted where it should 
not be 

Some years ago I made a resolu 
tion never to plant wistarias on any 
architectural structure of any kind. 
I often have seen them planted to 
climb over buildings, and although 
they look picturesque in flower, I 
have never observed them so planted 
that they did not cause considerable 
damage. 

I have seen them tear shutters, 
spouting, grillwork, railings and even 


porch pillars from a house. I have 
seen them crush trellises, pergolas 
and whole summerhouses. When 
planted against a living tree, they 
sometimes actually strangle it 

The only wistaria I ever saw lose 
an argument was one planted at a cus- 
tomer’s request on a 60-foot wind 
mill. A heavy 4 to 5-foot wistaria was 
planted at the base, and the vine 
reached the top of the tower in two 
years. But when it twined around the 
steel girder it strangled itself. Then 
as the tension increased, the roots 
were actually torn loose from the 
ground, and the vine died 

There are only two positions in 
which wistaria should be planted. 
The first and best is on dead tree 
stumps (preferably hardwood) that 
have been headed back from twelve

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to twenty feet high. When I sug 
gested this to a customer, she in 
quired whether it was best to plant

Aethionema Iberideum. 


A western correspondent writes 
that he has a white-flowered aethio 
nema without name. From his de 
scription of the plant, I suspect it 
is Aethionema iberideum and have 
so advised him. 

Because most aethionemas crowd 
their performance into one joyous 
month in spring, one does not look 
to the genus to put on a long show. 
He will be pleasantly surprised then 
when he gets hold of A. iberideum, 
an inhabitant of the eastern part of 
the Mediterranean region. It will 
also surprise one by its hardiness, a 
characteristic not always expected in 
plants from that section. Its white 
flowers, large and showy for the size 
of the plant, are produced from June 
to September. It has other good 
points to recommend it, too, includ 
ing pretty glaucous ieaves, which are 
usual in the genus, and ease of cul- 
tur in sunny well drained soil. Its 
height of four inches makes it suit 
able for rock garden and edging use 
It comes readily from seeds, which 
are usually available from Europe, 
and from cuttings of new growths 
after flowering. 


Campanula Grandis Six Hills Giant. 


Six or eight years ago I had a note 
in this column praising the bellflower, 
Campanula grandis, and hoped to 
create some interest in a plant which 
I felt sure had an assured future. 
Since then I have scanned new lists 
as they came in and looked in nurs- 
eries for its fate at the hands of our 
growers and gardeners. It has not 
been encouraging. That is hard 
to understand, because the plant has 
much to recommend itself. 

If one likes to be careful about his 
plants’ names, it might be well to put 
this one in its correct place before 
going on with the story. The “Cyclo 
pedia of Horticulture” gives Cam 
panula grandis as a synonym for C. 
latiloba, and in that case our present 
plant becomes C. latiloba Six Hills 
Giant. If you know C. latiloba in its 
fifteen to eighteen inches, you will 
understand how this form's height 
of close to thirty inches has earned 
the “Giant” part of its name. The

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done to the plant; so actually these 
are extreme symptoms. The first 
symptom of a deficiency is slower 
growth or cessation of growth. Such 
a condition may be difficult to discern 
and, if diagnosed, the cause still re- 
mains unknown. Even at this early 
stage the foliage color may be af 
fected slightly. 

Soil tests are being widely used to 
day and indicate what nutrients are 
present in the soil at the time that 
the test is made. This is an attempt 
to determine a deficiency in advance 
It is the plant which is doing the 
growing, however, and the presence 
of a nutrient in the soil does not 
necessarily indicate that that particu 
lar nutrient is present in the plant 

There are two different types of 
tests which have been applied to the 
leaf tissue. One type is the plant 
tissue test, which is a quick, semi 
quantitative method of measuring 
only the soluble nutrients in the 
form of nitrates, phosphates, total 
potassium and inorganic magnesium 
This method does not measure any 
fractions which are present in the 
capacity of a reserve supply and 
which would be in an organic form 

Another type of tissue test is the 
total leaf analysis, which is a quanti 
tative test and is more time-consum 
ing and difficult to perform. Here 
one is measuring the total nutrient 
content of the leaf, and the results 
include the portion which is available 
for use by the plant and also that 
which cannot be utilized. 

The leaves removed from plants for 
testing purposes should be mature 
ones selected from the midportion of 
the current season’s growth. Mature 
leaves are used in most instances, 
since they indicate a deficiency sooner 
than the younger leaves which are 
growing actively. An exception is in 
the case of boron and calcium, which 
are tested for in the young terminal 
leaves 

The term, “nutrient balance,” is 
often used in a discussion of plant 
nutrition and refers to the quanti- 
ties of nutrients in relation to one 
another. Fertilizers are often added 
to the soil just because it is the time 
of the year for fertilizing. This fer 
tilizer usually contains all three of the 
major nutrients necessary for plant 
growth — nitrates, phosphates and 
potassium. It is conceivable that at 
least one of these nutrients is present 
in sufficient quantities at the time 
of application. This additional 
amount may raise the level of that 
particular nutrient to a point where 
it will induce a deficiency of another 
nutrient not present in such large 
amounts. Repeated additions of 
potassium, for instance, in some lo 
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calities have caused a deficiency of 
magnesium 

It is the hope of those who are 
interested in the use of leaf analysis 
that laboratories will be set up to 
run tests for the private operator. 
Although there are not many data on 
shade trees at the present time. there 
is sufficient evidence on hand to indi- 
cate that information and experience 
gained from work with fruit trees and 
vegetables may be readily translated 
to ornamental plants D. E.E 


FUNGICIDES CLASSIFIED. 


By Type and Use. 

A_ professional paper was pub 
lished by the Boyce Thompson In 
stitute for Plant Research, Inc 
Yonkers, N. Y.. several months ago 
called “What Every Dealer Should 
Know about Fungicides.” The author 
S. E. A. McCallan, notes that until 
a few years ago the field of fungi 
cides was limited and fairly simple 
but with the arrival of fixed coppers 
wettable sulphurs and organic fungi 
ides there are now many more t 
keep in mind. As an aid in dis 
tinguishing between the types of 
available materials, he classifies them 
according to their active ingredient 
into four main groups: Sulphur, cop 
per, mercury and the broad organi 
group. The new metallic compounds 
such as zinc. chromium and cadmium 
that are be ginning to enter the agri 
cultural field, are also described. The 
following information was obtained 
from this paper 

Sulphur, the oldest fungicide. is 
available in several forms, including 
the wettable or paste sulphurs which 
wre processed so that they can be 
wetted and used as a spray. Flotation 
sulphurs possess finer particles than 
the paste types, and those produced 
by the emulsification and atomization 
of molten sulphur have particles of 
the finest size. Examples of these arc 
Mike and Magnetic 70. Micronized 
sulphurs, such as Micro spray, Micro 
nized and Mulsoid, are prepared in 
special impact and air separator mills 
The common lime-sulphur is pre 
pared by boiling together sulphur 
and milk of lime, and this is the: 
diluted considerably before use 


Copper Fungicides. 


Discovered in France sixty-six 
years ago, Bordeaux mixture is still 
the outstanding copper fungicide. It 
is made by mixing together a copper 
sulphate solution and a suspension 
of hydrated lime. There are various 
preparations of dried or paste forms 
on the market, but generally they are

Be- 
cause Bordeaux is strong and messy 
to prepare, the “insoluble” or “fixed 
copper” fungicides have been devel- 
oped. They are classified into four 
types, depending upon whether they 
are basic sulphates, chlorides (oxy 
chlorides), oxides or a miscellaneous 
group of copper silicates, phosphate 
zeolites and so forth. The basic sul 
phates and chlorides are most widely 
used, although the oxychlorides are 


somewhat toxic to foliage. The fixed 


copper fungicides are available as 
sprays or dusts, are generally less 
injurious to plants than Bordeaux 


and have a wider compatibility when 
combined with insecticides 


Mercury Fungicides. 


The mercury fungicides are tl 
most toxic of all elements to fungi 
The use of mercury began with the 
discovery in Germany at the begin 
ning of World War I of the effec 
tiveness of certain organic mercury 
compounds. They have been devel 
oped in the United States under the 
trade names of Semesan a 
or modifications, and are being used 
as seed, bulb and tuber treatments 
Different preparations have been 
found advantageous for specific ap 
plications. Recently these organic 
mercury compounds have been intri 
duced experimentally as sprays for 
fruit trees and plants in foliage under 
the general name of Puratized 


nd Ceresan.

Inorganic compounds of various 
heavy metals are known to possess 


high fungicidal value, but few have 


found practical uses. Silver, cad 
mium, chromium, lead and arsenic 
are included in this group. Zinc 


oxide has been used as a seed treat 


ment, but is not so good as other 
treatments. Preliminary results with 
a new series of chromate complexes, 
containing other heavy metals, indi 
cate possible fungicidal uses 
Organics. 
Formaldehyde until a few years 
ago was the only organic compound 
with substantial fungicidal use as a 
seed and soil treatment. Several dif 
ferent types are being investigated 
at present, and it is expected that 
some will replace in part some of 
the older sulphur and copper fungi- 
cides. They are more expensive per 
pound than sulphur and copper, but 
are sufficiently more effective at 
lower rates to warrant their use 
Most of these organics have in 
volved chemical names, and it is 
hoped that common names will ap- 
pear on the packages in addition to 
the trade names. The difference be- 
tween the products sold can only be

The outstanding members of the 
new group of organics are called 
dithiocarbamates, and they have 
been used effectively as sprays or 
dusts on fruits, vegetables, orna- 
mentals, seeds and turf. However, 
the appropriate one must be used for 
the specific disease in hand. Tersan 
ind Arasan were the trade names 
mentioned in the paper as examples 
of the group 

The iron and zinc salts of a deriva 
tive of dithiocarbamic acid have at 
tained considerable use. The iron salt 
is sold as Fermate and Karbam black 
the zinc salt is Zerlate, Methosan and 
Karbam white. 

The third group of dithiocarbam 
ate fungicides is the ethylene dis 
dithiocarbamates. The first of these 
to attain prominence was disodium 
salt known as Dithane. More re 
cently the zinc salt has been prepared 
and sold as Dithane Z-78 and Par 
zate. 

Spergon and Phygon are two qui 
none compounds. Spergon is used 
mostly for seed treatments, while 
Phygon, a newer product, is still 
somewhat in the experimental stage 
but has been used as a spray on 
fruits and vegetables, as well as in 
seed treatment. 

Phenol has long been a bactericide, 
but only recently phenolic derivatives 
have been introduced as fungicides 
Elgetol was one of the first of these 
Derivatives of trichlorophenol are 
being tried as seed treatments and 
are giving encouraging results. The 
Dowicide series is an example of 
these. Chloropicrin and methyl bro 
mide soil fumigants will probably 
lessen the importance of formalde 
hyde. Several other materials specif 
ically for the control of wireworms 
and nematodes are classified among 
the new organic fungicides

Complaints over plans to hold the 
1949 San Mateo county flower show 
and fiesta in conjunction with horse 
racing in August have broken into the 
an newspapers. Before the war the 

San Mateo fair was supported by fees 
of commercial exhibitors and by a 
large attendance.

sod between the rows of nursery trees 
which are being grown for landscape 
purposes. These trees are set in rows 
six to twelve feet apart and three feet 
between trees in the row. The use of 
sod between the rows aids in preserv 
ing the soil aggregation, increases the 
fertility of the soil, lowers the mainte 
nance costs, provides excellent erosion 
control and improves working condi 
tions 

After testing ten or twelve differ 
ent cover crops, Mr. Siebenthaler be 
lieves that Alsike clover is one of the 
best. It is good for two years, pre vides 
the best and holds the 
leaves which fall from the trees better 
than any of the other crops tested. The

The question was asked if this sys 
tem would work in evergreen blocks.

sown to oats in the fall. Dr. Chad 
wick that in the university 
nursery the taxus plants grown in sod 
were smaller than the check rows. He 
felt that the taxus plantings should be 
clean cultivated two to three years be 
fore planting sod between the rows 

Melvin Wyant, of Mentor, spoke 
n soil practices in growing roses in 
the nursery. Mr. Wyant’s practices 
ire based upon the heavy soil he has 
in his nursery. After a block has been 
in roses for several years, the soil is 
in poor condition and is usually lack 
ing in organic matter by the time the 
roses have been removed. For that 
reason he advocates a rotation plan 
whereby he can leave the soil in sod 
for four years to build it up before 
replanting to roses. He uses a clover 
and grass mixture as a which 
provides excellent root penetration 
and increases the humus contents 

Mr. Wyant does not want a high 
content of nitrogen in the soil, as it 
causes soft growth which will winter 
kill easily. Good drainage is essential 
in growing roses, and in a heavy soil 
plenty of decaying organic matter aids 
in drainage.

which nurserymen could assist with 
the garden club program. “You nurs- 
erymen have always been our pro- 
fessional heads and will continue to 
be,” Mrs. Ash said. She thanked 
them for their fine cooperation and 
urged them to continue their advice 
on gardening problems. “Our state 
has grown up. We can no longer say 
‘Oklahoma is a new state,” and offer 
this as an excuse for failing to beau- 
tify our highways. It is time we 
began our highway beautification 
program, and we will need your as 
sistance,” she told the group. 

A technicolor film, demonstrating 
the planting and cultivation of crops 
at Mount Arbor Nurseries, Shenan- 
doah, Ia., showed the details of 
handling, marketing and selling stock 
at a large, well equipped nursery 

Because of unfavorable weather 
conditions, the field demonstration 
planned for Wednesday afternoon 
was cancelled. 

Highlighting convention activities 
was the buffet dinner held Wednes 
day evening at Beverly's Drive-in 
Guest speaker was Steve Stahl, who 
gave an informative talk on taxes 
Dancing and visiting rounded out the 
evening. 

Research on Grasses. 


Speaking on grasses for lawns, 
Thursday morning, Prof. R. P. Ealy, 
department of horticulture, Oklahoma 
A. and M. College, told of some 
of the developments from research 
work now being done on grasses at 
the experiment station at Stillwater. 
He pointed out that the study of 
grasses is just now getting under way 
at the college, but prospects appear 
to be good for certain hybrid grasses 
being studied. Answers to some of 
the questions received at the college 
about suitable lawn grasses and shade 
trees for different sections of the state 
were given by Mr. Ealy. Bermuda 
grass, being hardy and practically 
drought-resistant, is satisfactory for 
almost all localities, but, because of 
its aggressiveness, is losing popular 
ity, the speaker noted. Grasses suit 
able for the extreme southeastern 
parts of the state would not be suit- 
able for use in western counties of 
the state, he said. 

Mr. Ealy then presented Prof. 
W. C. Elder, department of agron- 
omy, Oklahoma A. and M. College, 
who offered practical suggestions for 
the choice and care of grasses for

a permanent ground cover to use 
under trees. Some of the advantages 
and disadvantages of other ground 
covers, such as ivy, white clover and 
lespedeza, were discussed by Mr. 
Elder. Professor Ealy and Professor 
Elder both called attention to the 
fact that a green carpet of well-cared- 
for lawn enhances the comfort and 
beauty of a home and without a 
doubt is worth the time and effort re 
quired to produce it. 


Concluding Speakers. 


A. G. Hirschi, Hirschi’s Nursery, 
Oklahoma City, speaking on horti- 
cultural progress, gave a resume of 
results on experiments conducted 
with the honey locust tree at the ex- 
periment station at the University of 
Alabama. 

In this experimental study forty 
eight honey locust trees were planted 
to the acre in 1938. Laspedeza sericea 
was planted under the trees. In the 
four years from 1942 to 1945, the 
trees produced 29,023 pounds of 
pods that were ground for stock feed. 
This amount was found to be equiva- 
lent in food value to ninety-seven 
bushels of oats. Honey locusts are 
easily grown in Oklahoma and thrive 
on land that will not produce many 
other plants, Mr. Hirschi pointed out, 
recommending more attention be 
given to this hardy tree, that can be 
transplanted at any time of the year. 
When planted with an under crop of 
leguminous Lespedeza sericea, both 
crops help build the soil. 

Richard Chiles, director of Okla- 
homa state parks, showed colored 
slides of state and privately owned 
parks in Oklahoma. From the big 
Platt National park at Sulphur to the 


privately owned Devil’s Den near 
Tishimingo, the scenic spots com- 
pared favorably with other play- 
grounds in the nation. The slides 


included a picture of the large buf- 
falo herd in the Wichita wildlife 
refuge near Lawton, where attendants 
expect to have the largest buffalo 
herd existing in the world by next 
year.

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a more formal nature if the architec- 
ture is not extreme, but mound types 
(Taxus baccata repandens) are often 
better used. The plants to be used 
between the corners and doorway 
were spoken of as “continuing or 
carrying plants” because they con- 
nect the corner plants with the door- 
way plants and carry one’s attention. 
Shrubs of lateral habit are better 
adapted to this space than those that 
are upright. Examples, such as Ilex 
crenata convexa, Chaenomeles lag 
enaria pygmaea (Cydonia japonica 
pygmaea) and spreading forms of 
Japanese yew, Taxus cuspidata nana, 
were suggested, along with many 
others. 

Textures of plants and their rela- 
tionship to plantings were also em 
phasized, with discussion of the ef 
fects of fine textures (Ilex crenata 
microphylla), medium textures (Pi 
eris floribunda) and coarse textures 
(Rhododendron maximum) and their 
relationship to good plantings 

This type of meeting was carried 
into Thursday and Friday mornings 
when evaluating plants for borders, 
backgrounds for perennial and an 
nual gardens and selection and use 
of vines were discussed in detail 
Colored slides were used to illustrate 
and emphasize the points. Lists of 
plants pertaining to the above discus 
sions are to be mimeographed and 
mailed to each nurseryman who at 


tended the school 
Training at Institute. 


Wednesday morning, Carl Wedell, 
who organized the week's program. 
told the group about the type of 
training given at the institute. Stu 
dents learn by field laboratory, rather 
than just listening to how it should be 
done. Lecturing is done, but it is fol 
lowed up by the student’s doing the 
job himself. 

Mr. Wedell then mentioned the 
W. R. Coe estate, at Oyster Bay. 
L. I., which will be deeded to the in- 
stitute through the state of New 
York. It is to be continued as an ar 
boretum and used for additional stu 
dent training. Kodachrome slides 
showed the fine tree specimens, rho 
dodendron collection and garden in 
terests of “Planting Fields,” by which 
name the Coe estate is known 

Francis Reeve, representing the 
George Walvese Co., Mineola, N. Y.. 
added to the Friday morning program 
by pre esenting “Machinery Helps for 
Nurserymen.” The one machine that 
seemed to have the best possibilities 
for use in the nursery was the How- 
ard rotary hoe, which is an English 
introduction. Charles Mouquin, a 
Long Island nurseryman, told of his 
experience with the machine and felt 
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that it definitely had been a valuable 
iddition to his nursery during the 
past year. 


Turf Diseases. 


Harvey Barke, plant scientist at the 
institute, gave an interesting talk on 
turf diseases and their control, Fri- 
day morning. The following is a 
summary of Mr. Barke’s talk 

The five principal diseases of lawn 
and fine turf grasses are large brown 
patch, dollar spot, copper spot, pink 
patch and snow mold. The first four 
ire diseases of the growing season, 
while the fifth, snow mold, is a disease 
f the winter season 

Large brown patch is characterized 
by large, dirty, tan-colored spots up 
to three feet in diameter. It occurs 
usually in the hot days of July and 
August 

Dollar spot has ashen-gray spots 
ne to two inches in diameter, occur 
ring at cooler periods of late May, 
June, September and early October 

Copper spot is a new turf disease 
and is difficult to control. It is char 

icterized by a coppery-red color of 
the spots early in the morning 

Pink patch is of lesser importance 
It forms large patches, bearing pink 
jellylike spore masses 

Snow mold occurs in winter and 
early spring and appears as a gray 
crusty mat. It kills the grass by suf 
focation. The control is a preventive 
rather than a curative 

The standard mercury compounds, 
calomel, corrosive sublimate and 
Calo-clor are not used extensively 
for turf control. There is one excep 
tion, which is snow mold. for which 
they are used 

The new organic compounds 
Puraturf (mercury) and Puraturf 
177 (cadmium) are the best materials 
for all-around turf disease control 
with 177 the only control for copper 
spot.

Soil-building Program. 


The soil-building program attract 
ed considerable attention and com 
ment, for it was suggested that nurs 
ery stock be left in the blocks for a 
period of six years followed by a peri 
od of three and one-half 
years for soil building. By using a 
system of rotation on a 10-acre block 
system, six blocks are always in 
nursery stock and four blocks are in 
the process of soil building 

In this system one does not ferti 
lize the nursery stock, but fertilizes 
the crop that is building up the or 
ganic content of the soil, specifically 
the sod crops. There is too much use 


growing 


of soft and quick-growing crops, such 
as rye, wheat, millet, etc.. or using 
annual legumes like soybeans. Nurs 


erymen should be concerned with the 
organic fiber build-up. rather than 
cheap source of nitrogen. Manure is 
a good material, but has no lasting 
power and is good for one growing 
season. 

The following sod crop seed mi». 
ture is recommended: Alta fescue. 45 
per cent; orchard grass, 20: timothy 
20; Alsike clover, 10, and redtop, 5 
by percentage of weight. The best 
time for sowing is August 20 to Sey 
tember 15 at a minimum rate of fifty 
pounds per acre or a maximum rate 
of 120 pounds per acre. If spring 
sowing is done (it is not so desirable) 
it should be done from April 1 to 
April 20, and twenty-five pounds of 
oats should be added to the mixture 
for each acre 

After sowing, the seeds should h« 
brushed in with a drag harrow and 
the soil rolled either with a roller or 
Cultipacker. For optimum fiber pro 
duction the crop should be allowed 
to run for two and one-half growing 
Two hundred and eighty 
pounds of available nitrogen should 
be added to each acre over the 34 
year period 

The seedbed for sod should be 
prepared as follows: (1) Apply twen 
ty-five to thirty yards of manure per 
acre; (2) add 1.000 pounds of super- 
phosphate per acre: (3) disk these 
into the soil: (4) create seedhbed and 
sow the seed mixture. An alternate 
method is: (1) Apply 1,000 pounds 
of 4-12-4 fertilizer per acre: (2) disk 
fertilizer into the soil; (3) make seed 
bed and sow seeds. 

The pH should be adjusted to 5.5 
to 6.0. Any adjustment in pH should 

done with finely ground agricul 
tural limestone, disked in before 
manure, superphosphate or complete 
fertilizer is applied. 

In preparing the soil for a sod 
crop, it is wise to grub-proof the-soil

“packing” by some dealers, many 
finance companies and some banks. 
The “pack” consists of lumping the 


finance charge with the insurance in 


such a way that the buyer is over- 
charged. Mr. Gallagher suggested 
that a buyer, before signing an auto- 


mobile time purchase contract, should 
obtain four fundamental facts in 
writing—namely, the cash delivered 
price, including specified extras; the 
exact amount of down payment and 
trade-in allowance; the finance charge 
and how long, and the cost of insur- 
ance and coverage provided. If one 
insists on having this information, 
the deal cannot be “packed” without 
his knowing it. 

The final speaker was Prof. Ray- 
mond Otto, head of the department 
of landscape architecture, Massachu- 
setts State College, Amherst, who 
gave an excellent talk on “Plants 
Down Under” and showed Koda- 
chromes of various plants he had seen 
in Australia during the war. Many of 
these were beautiful, but, of course, 
are not suited to our climate.
